West Germans are eligible to vote 
today in the country’s first special 
election, wi regarded as a 

toss-up between Chancellor Wi 

Brandt's left-liberal coalition an 
challenger Rainer Barzel’s Chris- 
tian Democratic-Christian Social 


Union. 

released this past week 
by the Allensbach opinion poll give 
Mr. Barzel’s C.D.U.-C.S.U. an edge 
of 46.5 percent over the Social De- 
mocrats’ 45.7 percent with 6.1 per 
cent opting for Foreign Minister 
Walter Scheel’s lberal Free De- 
mocrats and 1.7 percent for minor 
parties. 

In theory these figures would give 
the government an absolute major- 
ity.

Kissinger leaves today 


for talks 


WASHINGTON. — President Nixon 
interrupted work at his Maryland 
mountain retreat yesterday to re- 
turn to Washington for further con- 
sultations before the departure of 
his chief Vietnam negotiator, Henry 
Kissinger, today. 

Dr. Kissinger, accompanied by a 
six-member delegation, is scheduled 
to fly to Paris today for what may 
be a final negotiating session with 
Le Duc Tho, Hanol’s chief nego- 
Hator. 

Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
declined to predict whether the Im- 
pending Paris sessions would end 
the lengthy negotiating process. But 
he ventured a guess that Kissinger 
and Tho will be closeted for “several 
days — perhaps longer.” 

Questioned by newsmen, Ziegler 
said he expected the new Paris 
talka would be followed by “further 
consultations with the South Viet- 
mamese and perhaps with the North 
Vietnamese." He added that the 
US. “is entering into these talks 
with a constructive attitude” and 
continued: “If the other side enters 
into these negotiations with the 
same spirit of good will that has 
characterized these sesslona since 
Octoher 8, we would! expect a suc- 
cessful outcome," 

Tho, a member of Hanol's Polit- 
buro, returned to Paris on Friday 


in Pari 
and said he hoped the new round 
of talks with Kissinger would lead 
quickly to peace. Gen. Tran Van 
Don, a member of the South Viet- 
namese Parliament, arrived in Paris 
Friday to observe the talks: He is 
a close friend of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu. :

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Labour reaffirms commitment 


to direct mayoral elections 


Jerusalem Pist Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Labour Party 
on Friday reiterated its firm 
commitment to enacting direct 
mayoral elections in time for next 
year's local goverament elections. 
“This commitment was spelled out 
by Labour Party Secretary-General 
Aharon Yadlin at the conclusion of 
a drawn-out and at times heated 
discussion on the electoral reform 
issue held at party headquarters 
here. 

The meeting witnessed a firm 
stand against the combined efforts 
of Tel Aviv Mayor Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowitz, Mr. Avraham Ofer M.K. and 
Mr. Ari Ankorion MK. to scuttle 
or whittle down the private mem- 
ber's bill calling for direct mayoral 
elections of Mr. Mordechai Ben- 
Porat MLK, The forum comprised 
party members of the Knesset Law 
Committee and headg of local autho- 
rities, together with party municipal 
affairs officials. 

It had been called after Mr. Ofer 
upheld the attempt of Reuven Arzi 
MK. of Mapam in the Law Com- 
mittee to put off the application of 
the reform until the 1977 elections. 

Friday's meeting witmessed some 
sharp exchanges between Mr. Ben- 
Porat and Mr. Ofer — the latter 
complained that Mr. Ben-Porat had 
rushed onto television with his 
complaints of the bid to scuttle his 
bill. This brought Mr. Ben-Porat to 
retort, “at the time you explained 
to us that you were against the bill 
for fear of Mayor Yehoshua Rabi- 
nowltz losing his seat at Tel Aviv 
City Hall." Mr. Ofer vigorously 
denied having said this. 

Mr. Ankorion favoured Mayor 
Rabinowitz’s proposal that if the 
ΠῚ was made law then it should 
only be tried out experimentally ina 
few localities.

Tariffs: Dispute 
between Gov't, 
manufacturers

TEL AVIV. — Sharp disagreements 
reportedly arose on Friday between 
Commerce and Industry Minister 
Baim Bar-Lev and the Manufac- 
turers Association over the Ministry's 
policy of gradually lowering protec- 
tive tariffs and retaining price con- 
trol over industrial products. 

Mr. Bar-Lev met here with mem- 
bers of the Association’s presidium. 
Association President Mark Mosevics 
said industry did not oppose tariff 
removals on principle but questioned 
the rate of removal. He urged the 
Minister to postpone the January 1 
deadline of the second stage in 
removing tariffs ‘because of the 
proximity of the Economic Con- 
ference “‘when Israel seeks to 
encourage foreign investment in 
industry... and when Israel is on 
the eve of joining E.E-C. arrange- 
ments.” 

‘Mr. Bar-Lev’s reaction was to tell 
his audience in no uncertain terms 
that he will go ahead with the 
January 1 deadline in tariff reduc- 
tions. This statement reportedly 
produced a tense atmosphere, in- 
tensified following Mr. Bar-Lev’s 
statement that he had no intention 
of abolishing price controls. Rather 
he was inclined to reduce them. The 
industrialists protested vigorously 
that “this is an intolerable situation 
— only industry is subject to price 
controls while the farming and 
building sectors are not.”

Ministry officials at the port told 
them no apartments were available 
in Kiryat Ata, and they would have 
to accept apartments in nearby 
Tsur Shalom. 

Tt was decided to let the family 
travel back aboard the Dan to 
France, although it was uncertain 
whether French officials would allow 
them back into that country. Zim 
officials asked police to take them 
off by force as the ship was over- 
booked; but police refused to inter- 
vene, since the family were not 
Israeli citizens. The question was 
resolved when the family undertook 
to pay the fare on their return 
to France, but at the lest minute 
they decided to come ashore and 
stay with relatives until the matter 
of the apartments is solved. 

Four other immigrant families 
who came on the same ship (which 
brought 149 immigrants) also re- 
fused the apartments offered them, 
and spent the weekend sitting in 


the port passenger hall.

Labour takes over 


TEL AVIV. — “The Israel League 
for Human Rights” was taken over 
on Thursday night by a new leader- 
ship leaning to the Labour Party 
youth division, after the extremist 
Rakah-Matzpen leadership under 
Dr. Yisrael Shahak of Matzpen was 
ousted. 

The League was set up a number 
of years ago by persons close to 
the old progressive party. They 
were pushed out of the leadership 
about three years ago by Matzpen 
and Rakah, following which the 
League violently criticized Israel's 
policies in the territories before 
various international forums. 

The newest change took place 
during the annual general meetings 
of the League at Bnai Brith hall 
here {reported briefly in. Friday's 
Post) when 250 new members turn- 
ed up for the meeting. 

Dr. Shahak, Chairman of the 
outgoing committee, reportedly not- 
ed that only about 60 Matzpen and 
Rakah supporters had turned up 
and sought to close the meeting. A 
furore ensued, and a motion to 
proceed with the elections was car- 
ved by 250 votes, with Dr. Shahak 
and his followers stalking out of 
the hall ' 

Mr. Amnon Golan, legal advisor 
to Tel Aviv University, wes then 
elected chairman of the general 
meeting. After a short debate on 
the League’s work, the new execu- 
tive was elected by secret ballot. 
Dr. Ephraim Turgovnik, a political 
Science lecturer at the Tel Aviv 
University, was elected Chairman of 
the Israel League of Human Rights. 
Mr. Avraham Bareket, a commit- 
tee member, has asked Dr. Shahak 
to hand over the League's funds 
and documents to the new execu- 
tive and a suitable notification has 
been made of the change in officers 
to the Ministry of the Interior.

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Soviet liberals call 
for political amnesty 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — More than 
50 leading Soviet civil rights ad- 
vocates and liberals, in two sep- 
arate appeals, have called on the 
Soviet leadership to amnesty poll- 
tical prisoners and abolish the 
death penalty. 

The two appeals were addressed 
to the Supreme Soviet — the high- 
est constitutional body here. They 
were submitted on September 13 
but only became available to West- 
ern newsmen in Moscow yesterday. 

Signatories include such promin- 
ent campaigners for more liberal 
conditions in the Soviet Union as 
physicist Andrei Sakharov and his- 
torlan Roy Medvedev, as well as 
such leaders in Soviet art and cul- 
ture as world famous cellist Mis- 
tislav Rostropovich. 

The second appeal called for abo- 
ition of the death penalty because 
{t conilicts with moral feelings and 
is no longer justified by general so- 
cial considerations.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — For- 
mer UJS. Senator Daniel Brewster 
was found guilty Friday of accept- 
ing bribes to vote in Congress 
against raiging postal rates. 

The former Democratic Senator 
from Maryland was found gulity of 
accepting $14,500 from Spiegel In- 
corporated, a Chicago mail order 
firm. 

Brewster, 48, who was defeated 
for re-election in 1968, faces a maxi- 
mum sentence of six years im- 
prisonment and a $30,000 fine. His 
lawyers said he would appeal. 


An all-women all-black jury also 
convicted Mr. Brewster's co-deifen- 
dant, Cyrus Anderson former 


lobbyist for the mall order firm — 
of bribery. He faces a maximum 
prison term of 45 years and $60,000 
fine. 


The amnesty appeal called for 
the release of “all those condemn- 
ed for reasons directly or indirect- 
ly connected with their convictions," 
referring specifically to the articles 
of the criminal code covering anti- 
Soviet activities and defamation of 
the Soviet state. 

Observers said this covered men 
and women arrested for their poli- 
tical and religious beliefs and ac- 
tivities, 


No one knows how many _poli- 
tical prisoners exist in the Soviet 
Union but some estimates range up 
into thousands. So far as the So- 
viet state ig concerned they are 
simple law-breakers. 


The list also included two Jewish 
scientists barred from emigration 
to Israel, Veniamin Levich, an 
electrochemist who many years ago 
worked on state. projects, and 
Aleksandr Lerner, a specialist in 
automatic controls. 


Unesco censures 
Israel excavations 


in old Jerusalem 


PARIS (AP), — The general con- 
ference of the United Nations, Edu- 
cational, Scientific and Cultural Or- 
ganization yesterday approved a res- 
olution cenmsuring Israeli archaeo- 
logical excavations in Jerusalem, 

The vote was 54-3 with 20 ab- 
stentions. The U.S. voted against 
the resolution, which was proposed 
Monday ‘by 27 countries, mostly 
Arab, Moslem and African. 

The draft of the resolution ori- 
gimally included a condemnation of 
IsraeH policies but France sug- 
gested a revision and political ref- 
erences were removed. 

The resolution calls on Israel “to 
take necessary measures for the 
Scrupulous preservation of all sites, 
buildings and other cultural prop- 
erties, especially im the Old City 
of Jerusalem, and to desist from 
any alteration to the features of 
the city, as well as from any 
archaeological excavation.” 


Kissinger

He said Dr. Kissinger had con- 
fided in friends that William Eo- 
gers, the present Secretary of State, 
is definitely out. 

Dr. Kissinger elleves the choice 
for a successor has been narrowed 
to Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New 
York and former Gov. John Connal- 
ly of Texas, Mr. Ashman said.

ROME (Reuter). — Italy's Treasury 
Minister, Glovannt Malagodi, reas- 
sured Parliament yesterday that he 
pas taken action to remedy a minor 
economic crisis a nation-wide 
shortage of small change. He has 
ordered new machines abroad to pro- 
duce them. 

The steady disappearance of the 
10-lire plece is causing increasing 
concern in high places. For although 
the featherweight aluminium coin 
has an actual value of virtually 
nothing, it is causing inconvenience 
to people who live in blocks of 
flats with lifts operated with them. 

No one is quite sure where the 
coins have gone, but one theory is 
that housewives are using them as 
backing for buttons — they are 
cheaper than the real thing.

Britain on 


right track in Ulster 


BELFAST. — Prime Minister Ed- 
ward Heath's two-day fact-finding 
tour of Northern Ireland has con- 
vinced him Britain is on the right 
track toward 2 political settlement 
here, sources close to his thinking 
said yesterday. 

Despite a spate of bombing and 
Shooting incidents while Mr.-Heath 
was here, and the brutal beating 
of a local politician’s wife. the 
sources said the British leader be- 
lieves a good opportunity exists for 
bringing the violence to an end. 

Mr. Heath was in Northern Ire- 
land only once before since his elec- 
tion, last December 23 when he 
made a one-day visit to British 
troops. This time he toured the 
province extensively, meeting with 
politfcians, churchmen, business and 
lzbour leaders, students and work- 
ers to sample a wide range of pub- 
Uc opinion. 

His conclusion, announced at a 
press conference on Friday before 
his departure, was that there has 
been “a great improvement in North- 
ern freland” since he was last 
here. Part of his optimism came 
from the fact that he was able 
to make the trip in the first place. 

Government sources here believe 
Britain is slowly winning the war 
against terrorism. At the height of 
the violence earlier this year there 
were some ΤῸ bomb explosions a 
week in the province and 50 army 
casualties killed or wounded. This 
week there were about 20 bomb 
blasts and one soldier was wounded 
by a sniper. Other incidents of 
violence continue, but not at the 
vate they used to.

Frenchmen were whisked out of 
Brazil amid diplomatic rumblings 
on Friday to answer charges of 
smuggling more than 600 kilos of 
heroin into this country — enough 
to supply the entire addict popula- 
tion in the U.S. for three weeks.

Justice Berinson, who delivered. 
the judgment of the Supreme 
Court, noted that the appellant had 
refused to do defence service for 
reasons of conselence and desired 
to see a peace service instituted 
in place of the Army. In this de- 
aire for peace in Israel and ths 
world, continued Justice Berinzon, 
the appellant does not stand alone. 
For every single Israeli ardently 
wishes that peace will come to re- 
Neve the State of the burden of 
war which has beset it aince its 
establishment. However, while the 
appellant continues to 
illusive faith in world peace, his 
country facea ἃ completely dif 
ferent reality. 

The laws of all countries, Justice 
Berinson pointed out, have since 
time immemorial recognized the 
right to self-defence, and even the 
ancient precepts of Israel, despite 
thelr supreme moral content, en- 
join ws to forestall the killer by 
Killing him firat.

to 12,000 mg. of salt per litre, but 
results will only be known after 
five years — the time it takes for 
8. pistachio tree to bear fruit 

At Sdom, a park that will be 
irrigated with brackish water only 
is going to be planted in the Dead 
Sea Works compound. Fresh water 
for the Sdom area, including the 
hotels, will cost ILi per cu.m. The 
normal demand is 0.5 cum. per 
person per day. This, of course is 
too expensive for the greenery want- 
ed to beautify the grounds of the 
new hotels along the Dead ‘Sea 
shore, and brackish water will soon 
be ‘brought Into use for the pur- 
pose. The same thing wili happen 
at the Dahab oasis in the southeast 
Sinai. 

‘The ground water in these areas 
has a temperature of around 42°C. 
‘The two scientists plan to pump up 
the water in pipes to heat the 
ground — or rather the roots of the 
various plemts and crops — 
then use the water for irrigation. 
Once on the surface and sprinkled, 
the water temperature drops to 25°. 
If the operation is carried out on a 
large scale it wil méan that sum- 
mer crops can be planted in the 
Negev and Sinai in winter at a 
much lower cost than at present. 

Dr, Pasternak and Dr. Twearsiky 
hope that a revolution in Israeli 
agriculture is about to begin.

MOSCOW {AP). — The Soviet eco- 
nomy is showing persistent weak- 
mess in the areas the leadership 
promised would springboard Russia 
into the consumer era. 

After a “once in a century” crop 
failure, Russia's economic managers 
are getting disturbing news from 
the industrial sector. 

Gross industrial production, up 6.9 
per cent, is meeting the planned 


and targets, according to atatistics pub- 


lished Wednesday, but the key to 
continued Soviet economic growth — 
increased labour productivity — is 


lagging. 

Explaining the 1971-1975 five 
year plan to the party congress 
last year, Premier Alexei Kosygin 
pointed to targets of planned labour 
productivity and said they “are of 
crucial importance for our whole 
economic development programme.” 


Israelis can 
send citrus 
gifts abroad 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — The Citrus angered 
last week decided 
tmas gift crates of citrus fruit 
to friends in Europe. 

A Board spokesman dented the 
delay in approving these shipments 
was due to security reasons. He said 
economic factors were the cause. 
It had now been decided to in- 
crease the price ‘by about 50 per 
cent this season, and, orders would 
be accepted from local agents. 

A crate of oranges will cost be- 
tween TL40 and 1145 — depending 
on the country of destination — and 
8 crate of grapefruit between IL45 
and IL50. 
Last year, the firms handling 
these gift packages received about 
50,000 orders, mostly for the 20 kg. 
crate of oranges or 17 kg. crate 
of grapefruit Local merchants sent 
vouchers to their agents, generally 
transport firms in most countries 
of Europe, who picked up the crates 
from Citrus Marketing Board out- 
Jets in Europe and delivered them. 

‘About 70 per cent of the crates 
go to gentiles, generally business 
acquaintances and connections. 

Orders must be received and for- 
warded before the end of November 
if the crates are to reach their 
destination for Christmas.

Yn its review of the economy for 
the first 10 montbs, the weekly 
“Hkonomicheskaya Gazeta” revealed 
Wednesday that over-all labour pro- 
ductivity had by only 55 
per cent. The target for the end of 
the year — six weeks away — is 
6.1 per cent. The 1972 productivity 
performance was not only short of 
its objective, ‘but it had fallen be- 
hind the rate reached a year ago. 

Discussing the shortfalls in the 
economy, the journal said, “in all 
branches of industry there are signi- 
ficant reserves available for increas- 
ing the rate of labour productivity...” 
‘The paper also complained about the 
lack of “new iines of high quality 
materials, machinery and equipment” 
and insufficient production of con- 
sumer goods. 

Singled out for shortfalls by the 
journal were ministries responsible 
for technological equipment for the 
consumer-oriented light industry, 
cotton fabrics, woot, flex, silk, knit- 
wear, shoes and refrigerators. 

Production figures showed that 
output of cotton fabrics had in- 
creased by only one per cent over last 
year, wool was up ἃ mere two per 
cent, knitwear nine-tenths of a per 
cent and shoe production had de- 
clined to 96 per cent of its 1971 


levels,

Another danger signal was the 
field of energy. Increase in oi] pro- 
duction, was reported at six per cent 
over--I971 and that of natural ges 
at four per cent. Yet industrial pro- 
duction, pegged at eight per cent for 
the plan period through 1975, would 
appear to require speedier exploita- 
tion of the nation’s energy re- 
sources to fuel Soviet industry. 

‘The economic journal, in fact, took 
the gas industry to task for failing 
to meet its goals. “‘One of the main 
reasons is the delay in construction 
and utilization of new capacities of 
main pipelines,” the paper said. 
Builders “violated the terms of con- 
struction of the third and fourth 
stages of the gaa pipeline from Cen- 
tral ‘Asia to the centre on the 
territory of Uzbekistan, Kazakhstan 
and in the region of Saratov," the 
paper said without further elabora- 
tion. 

Revelation of this weakness in 
gas exploitation coincides with in- 
tense negotiations between the So- 
viets and foreign firms, especially 
American companies, for joint gas 
production projects.

The survey covers Δ} industrici 
establishments employing more than 
five persons, excluding oniy the 
@amond industry. The proportion of 
professionals in the factories was 
3.3 per cent in Haifa, 2.3 per cent in 
Jerusalem and 1.3 per cent in Tel 
Aviv. 

But industry Is still small in Je- 
rusalem.

Government-owned industries are 
technologically intensive.

The 
proportion in Goveroment-owned tn- 
dustry is 16 per cent. 

The bigger the plant, the more 
technology it contains. In estahtish- 
ments with less than 20 workers, 
24 per cent are professionals or 
technicians, 


Growth rate rises 
for world’s exports 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The value 
of world trade measured by exports 
rose to an estimated annual rate 
equivalent to $368,000 million in 
the second quarter of 1971, the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund reported 
last week. 

This represented an intrease of 
6.9 per cent from the first quarter, 
the Fund said. The figure compared 
with an increase of 7.1 per cent 
in the 1971 second quarter. 

The latest issue of “International 
Financial Statistics," the Fund's 
monthly uMetin, says the growth 
rate of exports of industrial coun- 
tries was _ 7.6 per cent in the 1972 
Second quarter over the first quarter’ 
against 7-2 pér cent in the same 
1971 period. . 

®xports of developing countries 
rose 5.3 per cent in the 1972 second 
quarter compared with a 5.6 per 
cent increase in the 1971 second 
quarter. 

Total reserves of industrial coun- 
tries declined in September to the 
equivalent of $105,400m. from 
$105,639m. equivalent in August — 
the first month to month dectine in 
these holdings since May of this 
year. 


These reserves comprise gold, tor- 
eign exchange and spectal drawing 
rights (SDR) holdings and reserve 
positions in the Fund of ‘Austria, 
Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, the Nether- 
lands, ‘Norway, ‘Sweden, the United 
Kingdom and the United States, and 
‘gold and foreign exchange holdings 
of Switzerland. 

The Fund said seven countries re- 
ported a decline of reserves in Sep- 
tember, including Belgium (down by 
an amount equivalent to $30m.), Den- 
mark (down $79m.), Germany (down 
$415m.), Italy (down $273m.), and 
Norway (down $41m.). . τὰ 

Seven countries reported rises in 
reserves, including Austria (up 
$76m.), Canada (up $22m.), France 


(up $58m.), Japan (up §117%m.), 
Switzerland (up $235m.) and the 
U.S. (up $84m.). 


Changes in the gold reserves of 
industrial countries were small cur- 
ing the month, apart from a decline 
equivalent to $24m. in Belgium's 
goki reserves to $1,648m., the Fund 
reported. 

‘Among developed countries Por- 
tugal’s gold reserves rose by $18m. 
in August to $1,022m., it said
